In addition a large quantity of property was 
wilfully destroyed and many lives were im- 
perilled. During this time, naturally, the 
police were not entirely idle. They formed 
into several detachments and repeatedly 
charged the mob. The latter, far outnum- 
bering the police, fought desperately with 
the policemen, injuring a number of them 
and in several cases completely routing 
them. Victory eventually rested with the 
police, but the rioters were not dispersed 
until they had done all the damage they in- 
tended to do. 

Not over fifty prisoners were taken by the 
police during the whole course of the riots, 
and many of these were rescued by the mob 
while being taken to the guard-house. 

In view of the fact that the authorities are 
not inclined to be very severe with the 
prisoners taken, no further rioting is antici- 
pated, especially as a committee of influen- 
tial citizens is being formed to take steps to 
enlarge the relief works so as toemploy at 
least 1,000 men. 

The Emperor, according to rumor, is kept 
advisedas to all such outbreaks, and he is 
said to be angry at what he terms the juke- 
warm manner in which the local authorities 
of Dantzic have handled the rioters there. 


° LOVE AND LOYALTY. 


REASSURING LETTERS FROM WORKINGMEN TO 
THE EMPEROR. 

BERLIN, March 4.—The recent riots in Ber- 
lin have been attributed by the Paris news- 
papers to the recent Brandenberg speech of 
Emperor William, in which he intimated that 
those people who were dissatisfied with pre- 
valling conditions in Germany were at liberty 
to go elsewhere, intimating that those who 
were out of employment here could emigrate 
and look for work in other countries. 
But in opposition tothis view of the cause 
of the disorders, this significant fact is 
noted. Emperor William has received a 
large number of letters from workingmen in 
which they express regret for the disturb- 
ances that broke out in Berlin on Thursday 
last. The writers assure His Majesty that 
the loyalty of the workingmen remains un’ 
shaken. All these letters are said to breath 
a spirit of love for the fatherland and loyaity 
to the Kaiser. 

At all meetings of Soctalistsin Berlin since 
the riots of last week the speakers have 
taken care to denounce the assertions that 
the troubles had their origin among the 
Socialists of Germany and resolutions have 
been adopted declaring it the duty of Social- 
ists to abstain from overt acts against the 
law and Government. 

But despite the pacific tone of the work- 
ingmen’s letters to their ruler and the 
speeches of the Democratic leaders, the 
police officials of the German capital fear 
another and more formidable uprising of the 
hungry and unemployed and are active in 
their preparations to meet it.

The prospect of a strike is especially alram- 
ing to the iron trade in Birmingham, and a 
majority of the iron-works will be closed if 
there should be a stoppage of tlie coal out- 
putfor more than a week. The gas com- 
panies in all the large cities will be seriously 
affected, and although they have large 
contracts running the strike clause 
will releuse the colliery owners from their 
obligations. 

In Sheffield there are very small stocis of 
manufacturing coal on hand, and much the 
same condition exists in the other great in- 
dustrial centers. Of house coal the stocks, 
it is said, are very low. 


QUEBEC ELECTIONS. 

QUEBEC, Ontario, March 4.—Three of the 
candidates nominated on Tuesday to run at 
the coming provincial elections have retired. 
In consequence the following have been al- 
lowed to be elected without opposition: Louis 
Braubin, Minister of Agriculture, who will 
represent Nicolet; Felix Carbrey, Conserva- 
tive, who will represent St. Sauveur. In all, 
seven Conservatives (including three minis- 
ters) and two Liberals have been allowed to 
go in unopposed. 


THE GREEK MINISTERS. 

ATHENS, March 3.—The King’s action in 
summarily dismissing from office the entire 
Delyannis ministry bas caused much com- 
ment and some dissatisfaction throughout 
the country and. as a result, the King has 
received a number of menacing letters. M. 
Delyannis, as before stated, has a majority 
of the Chamber supporting him and he was 
very popular among the people. 


BERLIN NEWSPAPER CENSORSHIP. 
BERLIN, March 4.—The Vossiche Zeitung 
severely condemns the Government for the 
prosecution of newspapers on the charge of 
treason. It says thatthe effect of this will 
inevitably be to lower Germany in the eyes of 
foreigners. Nothing, it declares, is more 
harmful to a crown than the forced silence of 
a nation. 


VIOLENT STORMS. 

ROME, March 4.—Violent snow storms are 
raging in Venice and ‘Trieste. In the latter 
city the snow is nearly two feet high and the 
roads are blocked in consequence, In the 
mountains the fall of snow has been much 
greater and the ground is covered toa depth 
of 4 feet. 


A REPORT DENIED. 

BRUSSELS, March 4.—The papers here deny 
the report that the Government has received 
a communication relative to the appoint- 
ment ofa Belgian arbitratorin the Behring 
Sea dispute between Great Britain and the 
United States. They assert that the arbitra- 
tors will be drawn from France and Sweden.

Death of the Ex-President of Yale College 
This Morning. 
SPRINGFIELD, Mass., March 4.—G. & C. A. 
Merriam & Co. received a telegram this 
morning from the son of ex-President 
Porter of Yale, stating that the latter died

Noah Porter was born in Farmington, Conn., 
Dec. 14, 1611. He was graduated at Yale in 
1831, became master of Hopkins’ Grammar 
School in New Haven and was tutor at Yale 
in 1833-25, during which time he studied 
theology. He was pastor of Uongre- 
gational Churches in New Milford, Conn., 
from 1836 to 1843 and in Springfield, Mass., from 
1843 till 1846. He was the appointed professor 
of moral philosophy and metaphysics at 
Yale, a chair he neid until shortly before his 


death. In 1871 he succeeded Theodore D. 
Meyer 4 as President of Yale, which post he 
held till his resignation in 1886. During Pres- 
ident Porter’s administration the progress of 
the college was marked.

The Decomposed Body of a Woman 
Found in St. Petersburg. 


RUSSIAN OFFICERS ‘AND sOLDIERS 
CHARGED WITH HER MURDER, 


The Corpse That of an English Gov- 
erness—Missing for Six Months—Sev- 
enteenth Day of the Hurly Bank Rob- 
bery Trial— Revolting Orimes That 
Call for Vengeance—Other Misdeeds. 


ST. Pererspurc, March 4.—The British res- 
identsof this city are greatly excited over 
the case of the English governess, who was 
foully murdered here some months ago and 
whose body has just been discovered. The 
young woman came from England to be a 
governess in the family of Mossolovsky, one 
of the most respected housesin the Russian 
capital. She was beautiful and above sus 
picionin conduct, aad itts not known that 
she hadany male admirers. The governess 
was some times presented to the visitors at 
the Mossolovsky mansion and these included 
officers of the army and other officials, who 
forma considerable part of St. Petersburg 
society. The young woman attended 
the Anglo-American Church. Last summer 
she suddenly disappeared. She had gone to 
church on Sunday, prayer book in hand, and 
never returned. Her absence remained a 
mystery, and when the prayer book was 
found near the cavalry barracks suspicion 
dee pened that she had met with foul play. It 
is now stated that the body of the young 
woman, or what remains of it, has been 
found in the cess poolof the barracks, near 
which the prayer book was discovered. Sus- 
picion attaches to officers and soldiers con- 
nected with the cavalry, but no definite evi- 
dence can be found to fix guilt upon them. 
The British embassy has requested the 
authorities to make a thorough investiga- 
tion, and itis said that one or more soldiers 
are under arrest, with the object of ascer- 
taining by the usual Russian methods what 
they know about the tragedy.

HARRISON THE MAN, 


An Informal Conference of Republicans 
Reached That- Decision. 


CHANCES OF VARIOUS PROBABLE CANDI- 
DATES DISCUSSED. 


Senator Hill’s Friends Working Pennsyl- 
vania for Delegates—Why the Tam- 
mady Tiger Smiled—An Episode Worth 
Mentioning—Thayer Still After the 
Nebraska Governorship. 


New Tonk. March 4.—A Republican morn- 
ing paper states that the leaders of the Re- 
publican party of this State held a very 
important conference at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel in this city last evening. It lasted 
from 8 o’clock until nearly midnight, and 
was devoted entirely toa discussion as to the 
best means of achieving success in the com- 
ing elections. Secretary Tracy and Senator 
Hiscock came over from Washington 
this evening. After dinner they ad- 
journed to Parlor Db, where Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, J. Sloat Fassett, 
Cornelius N. Bliss, State Senator Erwin, 
Collector Hendricks, Postmaster Vance, 
Wm. Brookfield, ex-Senator Platt and sev- 
eral other well-known leaders ofthe party 
joined them. The discussion was informal. 
Amajority of the conference believed that 
the renomination of President Harrison was 


probable, although a number of 
expressions favorable to other can- 
didates were made. The names of 


delegates-at-large to the convention were 
considered, but nothing like a slate was of- 
fered. Mr. Depew regards the nomination 
of President Harrison probable. Oneof thé 
most prominent Republican leaders present 
advocated the nomination of Secretary Rusk, 
whose gallant war service would fitly repre- 
sent the rugged honesty of Western Repub- 
licanism. 

Secretary Tracy is regarded asa strong 
candidate for Vice- President. 

After the conference was over oneof the 
leaders said: ou know that until a month 
ago I was in favor of Blaine as the candidate. 
We can win with any good candidate, but I 
think Harrison is the man. 

According to the report of the conference 
inanother morning paper, the President’s 
representatives were reminded that shortly 
after the President's election in 19888 he said 
he believed the Republicans should not be 
dependent upon one State. In his appoint- 
ments he emphasized this position and 
cites the fact that some of Mr. 
, Platt’s friends propose to present his name 
to the Minneapolis convention as their can- 
didate forthe presidency inorder to show 
their confidence in him. It has been decided 
already to show that Platt is a fighting lead 
er. It will surely be done unless Mr. Piatt 
puts his veto upon it.

WHAT A SERVANT SAYS. 

Soon after the servant went down-stairs 
with the coffee a witness saw Dr. Scudder 
and Mrs. Dunton 1 in the 
room, Dr. Scudder being tween her and 
the witness, who wasinthe hall, or on the 
stair-case. Dr. Scudder had in the pocket of 
his overcoat something a foot or more in 
length, wrapped up na white cloth, which 
protruded above his ket. A mo- 
ment later Mrs. Dunton uttered a 
piercing scream, which was heard all over 
the house. Atorabout the same momenta 
witness saw her on all fours on the floor, and 
Dr. Scudder striking her on the head with 
something likea club. The witness was in 
fear ofthe Scudders, and suppressed the fact 
until later. When Mrs. Dunton screamed, 
every one in the house zan to the room, the 
first arrival being Mr. Dunton, whom Dr. 
Scudder gently 12382 back, assuring him 
that he was too il to see his wife. To the 
rest of the family he said that 
Mrs. Dunton had fallen down three 
times and struck her head against the fur- 
niture. When they arrived Mrs. Dunton was 
lying on her face, with her head, which was 
near the door, pieeding profusely from sev- 
eral wounds. She was only partly conscious 
and said nothing that was intelligible before 
she died. Dr. Seudder and others started 
out for physicians, andthe first one to ar- 
rive was Dr. Bassett, wholived only two 
doors away. When he saw the condition 
of the lady, he ran dk home for a probe, 
and as he went out, Dr. Leavitt came in. 
When Dr. Bassett had returned they made an 
examination of Mrs. Dunton’s scalp and 
found that it had on it five or more wounds, 
which penetrated tothe skull bone, If they 
did not fracture the skull. It was plain also 
that they were made downwardand forward, 
on ‘the top and rear of the dead. 
Dr. Scudder told the other physicians 
that he Was present when Mrs. Dunton feil 
three times against the furniture, while he 
was attempting to hold her up. Dr. Bassett 
expressed astonishment, as there was hardly 
en hee | for berto strike her head against. 
But neither he nor Dr. Leavitt harbored a sus- 
picion of anything wrong, and said no more. 

Mrs. Dunton lay unconscious until 8:30 
that afternoon and then died. The funeral 
was managed by the Scudders, who, itis 
said, had the services at the house, and gave 
noone an o tunity to view the remains, 
which were immediately removedto Janes- 
ville, Wis., for burial. When suspicion was 
directed to Dr. Scudder is not known, but it 
did not ripen into certainty until last Sunday, 
and Dr. Scudder’s arrest followed.

have been in jall, 

AK ex-pugilist, an ex- professional beauty 
and a divorcee have all made a bid for his- 
trionic honorsin this country, never an ex- 
convict college graduate, but the Bidwells 
are to havea whole company of them and all 
will appear at the same time in a piece en- 
titled Forging His Own Chains.“ 

George Bidwell is naturally an enthusiastic 
man. When George Macdonald, Ed Noyes, Bid- 
well’s brother, Austin, and himself were 
sentenced to penal servitude for life for the 
Bank of England forgeries he was enthus!i- 
astic about getting himself out, then he de- 
voted his enthusiasm to gaining his brother’s 
freedom, and he is now dividing his enthus!i- 
asm between his play and the liberation of 
his two former friends in misery. 

It was at first my intention, said Bid- 
well, to make suitable additions to Tom 
Taylor’s play, the ‘Ticket-of-Leave Man,’ 
but I found it was Iill-adapted to our needs 
so I threw the whole thing out and my 
brother and myself are now working ona 
play which istobe made up entirely of our 
own adventures. 

„Our characters will all be taken from life. 

My brother, for instance, had some very ro- 

mantic adventures with a beautiful lady to 
whom he was engaged before his incarcera- 
tion. They will all appear in the drama. My 
sister, too, will make an excellent dramatic 
type. The company will, of course, be one of 
the great features. Eachof the male mem- 
bers wlll be a graduate of Harvard or Cam- 
bridge who has known and can therefore 
faithfully depict the tortures of a prison life. 
Although the company is pretty well decided 
upon, Fshould not care to mention their 
names, as the ex-convict collegian is practi- 
cally a novelty tothe stage, and I don’t care 
to put rival managers inthe way ot getting 
hold of them. 

Jam in correspondence with a number of 
clever men of thistype, and they all express 
a desire to play with me. Some of them are 
at present in jall and some are out. There is 
one ex-convict now living in Glasgow who, I 
am sure, will make a hit. He is naturally 
bright, and has had experience in amateur 
theatricals.’’ 

When the play is written, the Bidwelis will 
look about for a manager, and then take the 
road, playing only in the large cittes.

SENSATION IN MILLINERY. 


Wholesale Smuggling Brought to Light 
by a Horsewhipping.

‘*Mrs. Major Arthur Griffith,’’ as sge is 
known in London society. is among the Cele- 
brated dressmakers of the world. In Lon- 
don, England, she isthe Court dressmaker, 
and lives in a mansion at Nos. 4 and 16 Dover 
street, Piccadilly. Her husband is an ex- 
major of the English army and is the In- 
spector of Prisons. She also has a fashion- 
able establishment at NG. 477 Fifth avenue, 
New Yors. 

Mrs. Wade says she was hired in England 
by Maj. Griffith and sent to this country with 
$8,000 worth of goods, which she sauggied 
through the New York Custom-house and 
landed free of duty in the New York estab- 
lishment.

The New Orleans Reunion—Important 
General Orders by Gen. Gordon. 

The Confederate Veterans are making great 
preparations for their third annual meeting 
and reunion to be held at New Orleans next 
month. They are urging the organization of 
local societies wherever practicable in or- 
der that the meeting may act representa- 


tively and efficiently on important matters 
now pendingand which are of great interest 
to Confederate soldiers and their families 
and whichare elaborately set forth in the 
following general orders lately issued by 
Commanding General Gordon: 


HEADQUARTERS UNITED CONFEDERATE ; 
V 


ETERANS, New Orleans, La. 
Feb. 20, 1892. 
General Orders No. 32. 

1. The general commanding announces that the 
third annual meeting and reunion of the United 
Confederate Veterans will be held, in obediance to 
the resolution passed by the delegates at the last 
reunion, atthe city of New Orleans, La., on the Sth 
and 9th days of April next. All Confederate organ- 
izations and Confederate soldiers and sailors of all 
arms, grades and departments are ee invited 
bo epend this third general reunion of their com- 
rades. 

2. Ex-Confederate soldiers and sailors everywhere 
are urged to form themselves into local associations, 
where this has not already been done, and all asso- 
ciations, bivouacs, encampments and other bodies 
are earnestly requested to send in applications to 
these headquarters, without delay, in time to parti- 
cipatein this great reunion, and thus unite with 
their comrades in carrying out the laudable and 
9 objects of the United Confederate 

feteran organization. 

3. Business of the greatest importance will demand 
careful consideration during the third annual con- 
vention—such as the best methods of securing im- 
partial history, and to enlist each State in the com- 
pilation and preservation of the history of her citizen 
soldiery; the benevolent care through State aid and 
otherwise of disabled. destitute or aged veterans and 
the widows and orphans of our fallen brothers-in- 
arms; the care of the graves of our known and our 
unknown dead buried at Gettysburg, Fort Warren, 
Camps Morton, Chase, Douglas, Oakwood Cemotery 
at Chicago, Johnson s siand, Cairo and at 
all other points, to see that they are annually 
decorated, the headstones preserved and protected, 
and complete lists of the namesof our dead heroes 
with the location of their last resting places fur- 
nished to their friends and relatives through the me- 
dium of our camps, thus rescuing their names from 
oblivion and handing them down in history; the con- 
sideration of the different movements, vians and 
means to erect a monument to the memory of Jeffer- 
son Davis, President of the Confederate States of 
America, also to aid in building monuments to otber 
great leaders, soldiers and sailors of the South; to 
make such changes in the constitution and by-laws as 
experience may suggest, and other matters of gen- 
eral interest. 

4. Eachcamp now admitted into the United Con- 
federate Veteran organization and those admitted 
before the reunion are urged to at once elect accred- 
ited delegates to attend the reunion, as only accred- 
ited delegates will participate in the business part of 
the reunion, , 

The representation of delegates at the rewnion will 
be as fixed in art. 3 of the constitution and amend- 
mentto the same; one delegate for every twenty 
members, and one for any fraction over twenty, pro- 
vided every camp shall be entitled to at least two 
delegates.

THE CENTRAL RAILROAD PROJECT. 


Members of the City Council who have 
the interests of the city at heart should 
keep a sharp eye on the bill granting a 
franchise to the Central Electric Railway 
Co. 

The exposure by the SuNDAY Post-DIs- 
PATCH of the ‘circumstances attending the 
promotion of this project revealed a most 
remarkable situation. Whether the enter- 
prise is good or bad the secrecy which sur- 
rounds it is sufficient to cause fhe gravest 
suspicion of the purposes of the men be- 
hind it. The names of the backers are 
carefully concealed, and the only name 
known in connection with it is that 
of an agent whose own word is the sole as- 
surance of his responsibility. That a few 
members of the Council appear to be 
zealous guardians of the identities of the 
proposed road’s capitalists merely in- 
creases the suspicion of a job. 

There can be no question of ‘the impro- 
priety of grantinga valuable franchise of 
this sort to unknown men. It would be 
folly to thus play into the hands of specu- 
lators and to place a possible obstruction 
in the way of securing through some 
sound enterprise the extensive facilities 
provided for in this bill. 

Until the promoters of the bill work in 
the open and give substantial guarantees 
ot their honesty and good faith every at- 
tempt to push the measure should meet 
with determined opposition. No chance 
for a sudden stroke of favorable legislation 
should be permitted. 


8T. LOUIS REAL ESTATE. 

The area of beautiful undulating ‘land 
over which St. Louis has in the last twen- 
ty years been rapidly but steadily extend- 
ing for nineteen miles up and down the 
river and for an indefinite distance west- 
ward from the river bank, was and is 80 
vast that it has never been practicable for 
‘*cornering’’ or ‘*booming’’ combinations 
to force up prices in any section much 
above bed rock' value. All such at- 
tempts in any one section have only helped 
the growth of other sections and equalized 
the spreading of the city. The city’s 
growth has so steadily increased the value 
of the great body of unimproved land as to 
make it all productive property’’ in the 
sense of making a multitude of holders 
rich. 

This stable and steady increase of 
value is what has made St. Louis people so 
long regard city and suburban real estate 
as the best security for loans, and, as an 
investment for capital, safer and more pro- 
ductive than United States bonds and 
almost as readily convertible. They all 
want some of it, and have always intended 
sooner or later to have it. But why are 
they thinking and talking real estate in 
the spring of 1892 with an earnestness and 
eagerness they never manifested before? 

It is because they see so much of it 
slipping away from them and into the 
hands of outside buyers and foreign syndi- 
cates. 

The outside world has discovered the 
undeveloped business opportunities of St. 
Louis in connection with the assured 
growth of the city and the tributary 
Southwest. New and extensfve industrial 
establishments are springing upin every 
ward and old ones are increasing 
their plant. Old residence districts 
are being bought up and reconstructed for 
business purposes, and everybody can see 
that there is a solid industrial and business 
support for the outpouring that has cov- 
ered with residences vast reaches of former 
field and woodland. When real estate ex- 
perts in Chicago and other cities consider 
prices and prospects in St. Louis, they 
make up their minds to reinvest here as 
soon as they can unload at home without 
crushing the market. 

St. Louis people are dubious of specula- 
tive booming operations and are not apt to 
go into anything of that sort. But they 
will be wise if they do not postpone 
much longer the long-contemplated pur- 
chase of a home site. In no other city of 
the same size and business importance and 
so well equipped for gigantic operations 
can central or suburban land be bought at 


world is likely to show a larger relative 
growth in the next ten years than St. 
Louis. The first idea suggested by a 
glance at the map and the census is that 
the growth of the United States in the im- 
mediate future is bound to favor the 
growth of St. Louis more than that of any 
other city in the Union.

Hot Shot Exchanged by Those Favoring 
and Opposing Columbia—A Question of 
Propriety Occasions a Stormy Debate— 
Prof. Woodward’s Plans—Democratic 
Caucus—The State Capital 


JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 4.—The ‘‘bel- 
lows’’ were started at the usual hour this 
morning in the House and long-winded 
speeches by the Columbiaites and anti-Co- 
lumbDiaites were the order until noon. Most 
of the talk was on resolution offered by Don- 
nell of Madison County to give the University 
Committee leave of absence to visit the cities 
offering sites. The resolution also set forth 
that the expenses of the junket be paid by 
the State. It was finally voted down bya 
vote of 67to 47. As matters appear now the 
Committee will pay its own expenses if it 
goes junketing unless it accepts the invita- 
tion of the competing town lot boomers. 

Representative Lee’s joint and concurrent 
resolution requiring the Board of Curators 
of the University to pay into the State 
Treasury the insurance collected 
on the building recently destroyed was 
adopted by a vote of 105 to9. A resolution de- 
claring that there was no impropriety in 
the University Committee accepting the in- 
vitations of the competing towns to visit 
them at the expense of such places 
was offered by Representative Dougherty. 
It precipitated a stormy debate 
in which Representative Julian of Kansas 
City made the point that the House had no 
right to fx any standard of propriety. The 
resolution was finally withdrawn. The 
House then adjourned until Monday morning 
at 10 o’clock, 

After the adjournment Prof. C. M. Wood- 
ward of the Board of Curators submitted 
some drawings illustrating the board’s idea 
of what the new buildings should be, 
whether they are erected in Columbia or 
elsewhere, 

The Senate met at 2 o’clock, but trans- 
acted only routine business. 

RIVER IMPROVEMENT. 

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 4,—Secretary 
George H. Morgan of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change and Manager Frank Gaiennie of the 
Exposition are here to-day repre- 
senting the Mammoth movement inau- 
gurated in St. Louis to have 
Congress take the Mississippi River improve. 
ment ~~ ere out of the river and 
harbor bill, in the end that it may receive 
special care and attention. The memorial 
asks a permanent appropriation of 
$8,000,000 per num, and excellent 
reasons are assigned for the request. 
Conclusive arguments are given that the 
river can be kept in prime condition from the 
jetties to the source with this annual allow- 
ance. Copies of the memorial were placed 
on the desks of all the members who are 
ready to adopt a strong resolution favoring 
the movement if they can do 80 
under the Governor's call for the 
special session. Messrs. Morgan and Galen- 
nile came down from Kansas City with Presi- 
dent Isaac Al. Mason, Web M. Samuel and 
Thomas Booth of the Merehants’ Exchange 
Committee, who continued on their way to 
St. Louls. he committee had a satisfactory 
interview with the Missouri River Commis 
sion in Kansas City and the representatives 
of the commercial interests there generally. 
Messrs. Galennte and Morgan will return to 
St. Louis to-night. , 

The School Text-book Commission met to- 
day forthe purpose of arriving at a more 
perfect understanding with certain publish- 
ing houses with reference to the construction 
or meaning of their contracts. Serious 
trouble is brewing, one of the publishers be- 
ing charged with willfully violating the terms 
of contract, said violation working great loss 
to the dealers in the matter of exchanging 
old books for new and a corresponding 
profit tothe publisher. It is possible that the 
contract with at least one house will be de- 
clared void and a different text-book 
adopted. 

THE DEMOCRATIC CAUCUS. 

The caucus of the Democratic members 
last 14 was a tame affair. It was expected 
that the different re-districting measures 
would be considered, but an adjournment 
was taken without indorsing any. A reso- 
lution offered by Representative Davidson 
favoring any bill that would insure fifteen 
Democratic districts was adopted without 

It was then decided to let 
Democratic members of the 

Senate and House Congressional Re- 
districting Com mittee agree on a 
bill and submit it to the 
next meeting of the caucus. There are two 
or three bills which figure out fifteen Demo- 
cratic districts, but objections have been 
presented against them. One of these in- 
troduced by Coots of Platte makes a 
separate district out of Kansas City and 
Jackson County. Congressman Tarsney's 
friends are emphatically opposed to the

Congressman Springer’s Illness Past 
the Critical Stage. 


MIRACULOUS RESCUE FROM THE BRINE 
OF THE GRAVE. 


His Physicians Hopeful of His Ultimate 
Recovery—Representative Mille Im- 
proving—Silver Bill Introduced by 
Senator Stanford—Congressional Pro- 
ceedings—Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., March (There is un- 
questionably an improvement in the condi- 
tion of Congressman Springer this morning.

The only menace to the patient’s Ufe now 
lies in the great prostration and loss of 
vigor which resulted from the ravages of the 
malady.

. SEALING IN BEHRING SEA. 


LORD SALISBURY UNWILLING TO RENEW THE 
MODUS VIVENDI. 

Wasuninctoyw, D. C., March 4.—A apecial 
cablegram from London says Lord Salisbury 
has informed the Washington authorities 
that he is unwilling pending arbitration pro- 
ceedings in the Behring Sea dispute to con- 
sent to a renewal of the modus vivendi of 
last year. He is willing, however, to take 
the necessary steps for puttinga stop during 
the coming season to pelagic sealing within 


thirty miles of the Saban fever Islands. As 
long ago as last November Lord Salisbury be- 
gan making difficulties and raising objec- 
tions to a renewal of the modus. As these 
were not based, agenreetn. upon any sub- 
stantial grounds, little importance seemed to 
attach to them so long as the treaty itself re- 
ferring the entire controversy to arbitration 
remained unsigned. Even as late as last 
week, or about the time that in Salis 
finally agreed to authorize Sir Julian Paunce- 
tote to sign the treaty, there was no reason 
to believe that the British Government would 
in the end resista proposition so eminently 
fair and so absolutely necessary in order to 
rotect from utter destruction the fast 
windling seal herds. 

It is difficult to imagine the reason for Lord 
Salisbury’s refusal to renew the modus 
vivend!l. Whatever it is, the practical effect 
will bathe indiscriminate slaughter of tens 
of thousands of seals and possibly their ex- 
termination. ; 

The proposition which Lord Salisbury is 
saidtobe willing to entertain—to prevent 
seal from being taken within thirty miles of 
the Pri byloff Islands—is absurd on the face of 
it. Itis impracticable, in fact so tmpractic- 
able that it is difficult to Delleve that it was 
made in good faith. How is an imaginary 
line to be established inthe neighborhood of 
the sealisiands, which are almost half the 
year hid in impenetrable fogs? 

The complications which may result from 
Lord Salisbury’s refusal may prove to be of 
the gravest nature. The President may see 
himself compelled to enforce the law which 
directs the seizure of poachers in Behring 
Sea or he may deem it necessary to cancel, as 
a measure of reprisal, the valuable bonding 
privileges, now enjoyed by Canadian rall-

$5,000 a Side. 


‘THE MATCH MADE AT NEW ORLEANS 
THIS MORNING.

What the Two Men Have Done in the 
Ring—Frazier Knocks Out Murray— 
The Cake Walk To-Night—Racing on 
Various Courses—Sporting News of All 


Kinds. 


New ORLEANS, March 4.—In the Merchants’ 
Club of this city, at 20’clock this morning, a 
match was arranged between Corbett and 
Choynski for $5,000 a side. 


The match between Corbett and Choynski 
isone of the mostimportant that has been 
made for a long time. They have fought be- 
fore and Corbett won in twenty-seven rounds 
despite the fact thathe injured oneof his 
hands, Choynski gave him a hard fight, 
however, and was a mere boy atthe time, 
and really not — nr Since then 
he has fought a number of battles, the most 
notable being his fights in Australia, where 
within a few months he fought Joe Goddard, 
the Barriers’ champion twice, the scientific 
Mick Dooley and Fogarty, the ‘‘Jaw Break- 
er. Hewhipped Fogarty and Dooley with 
ease ina few roundseach, but both fights 
with Goddard he lost, each battle lasting 
four rounds. In both encounters, however, 
the hard-hitting Australian was badly pun- 
ished as well as the plucky little American. 
Choynski did not long remain idle, and soon 
after his return to America met and defeated 
Billy Woods of Denver. It was Choynski’s 
fight from the start, Woods running away 
from him to avoid punishment. 

All these battles Choynski has fought since 
Corbett and Jackson had their meeting, 
while the pompadour es has not 2 2 
anybody within that time. That is the dif 
ference between the two Californians. 
Choynskidoes all fighting and notalking, 
while Corbett does ali talking and nofighting. 
Corbett having whipped Choynski before 
probably feels positive of doing so again, 
and is not likely for that reason to make any 
attempt to crawlout of the present match. 
Corbett is a remarkably clever man with his 
hands, and with his advantages over Choyn- 
skiin height, reachand weight, it would be 
seen reasonable to expect him to again 
prove the winner when they meet. While 
Choynski is a very scientific fighter himself, 
he is not the skillful sparrer Corbett 
is. He has Only one advant- 
age over his fellow Californian, 
and that is his betting powers. Corbett is 
nota particularly hard hitter, while Choy- 
nski can deiiver aterrific blow. Heisa light 
heavyweight, fighting in the neighborhood 
of 165 pounds, and it is doubtful whether 
there is a man of his weight in the world who 
can besthim. He wasconceding Joe God- 
dard thirty pounds when defeated by the iat- 
ter and had to give away even more weight 
to Corbett when they met before. He 
also conceded weight 
to Woods. Choynski has another 
advantage over Corbett and that is 
in pluck, which is a great factor in a fight. 
He has matured considerably since he met 
Corbett before, and 9 had the advantage of 
much experience. He has also become a 
much more skillful boxer, bat the same is 
true of Corbett in all these matters, except 
that Corbett has not had as many real 
fights, and being two or three years older 
than Choynski will not be benefited so mucb 
by the natural development of his 
powers in the time that has elapsed since 
the previous meeting. Choynski fears no- 
body, and was anxious to go against Slavin 
at New Orleans. e is said to be very gen- 
tlemanly, and the best educated man in the 
ring. Corbett is also a manof pretty fair 
education, and quite gentlemanly in his man- 
ners. It would not be at all surprising if 
Choynski’s hard-hitting proved too much for 
Corbett and won him the fight.
